LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
PRIVATE BILLS 








Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the tirst three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus-

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the y ageap shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 
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Session, the amount fo be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 


101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 


102. Before any petition praying for

Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the Company are payable at 
the same time.

River to a point thereon which lies due 
south of the south-west corner of Lot 
346: thence north to said corner; thence 
northerly and easterly along the west- 
erly and northerly boundaries of said 
Lot 346 to the north-east corner thereof; 
thence easterly along the northly bound- 
ary of Lot 2610 to the north-east corner 
thereof; thence southerly, easterly, and 
northerly along the westerly, southerly.

easterly along the northerly boundaries 
of Lots 2107 and 2608 to the north-east 
corner of said Lot 2608; thence south- 
erly along the easterly boundary of Lot 
2608 to the south-east corner thereof:

3. The interim Council of the munici- 
pality shall consist of a Mayor and six 
Aldermen, three of which are elected 
and four of which are appointed as here- 
inafter provided. Pending the election 
referred to in paragraph 5 (a), those 
members of the Council of the former 
The Corporation of the Village of Hous- 
ton whose term of office would have 
extended to January, 1970 —namely, 
Leland Stewart Bremner, Cecil John 
Imrie, and Donald James McEwen—shall 
be the elected members, whose term of 
office shall extend from the Ist day of 
February, 1969, until their successors 
have been sworn in following the elec- 
tion referred to in paragraph 5. C. L. 
Parrish, F. Battison, Charles Sullivan, 
and B. J. Van Ryhn shall be the ap- 
pointed members, whose term of office 
shall extend from the Ist day of Febru- 
ary, 1969, until their successors take 
office following the election referred to 
in paragraph 10. 

4. The first meeting of the interim 
Council shall be held at Houston on 
Saturday, the Ist day of February, 1969. 


5. (a) The interim Council shall pro- 
vide for the election of three elected 
members to replace the three members 
referred to in paragraph 3 (a). Such 
election shall be held within thirty days 
of the first meeting of the interim Coun- 
cil. Except as otherwise provided herein, 
Part III of the Municipal Act shall apply 
to the election of the three elected posi- 
tions on the interim Council. Their 
term of office shall extend from the first 
meeting of the interim Council following 
such election until the first Monday fol- 
lowing the Ist day of January, 1971. 
The persons qualified to vote at this 
election shall be those persons whose 
names appear on the most recent authen- 
ticated list of electors of the former The 
Corporation of the Village of Houston 
together with those persons who satisfy 
the Returning Officer, by declaration or 
otherwise, that they are a Canadian citi- 
zen or other British subject, of the full 
age of twenty-one years, or a corporation, 
who or which 

(i) has owned property within the 
boundaries of the municipality as 
of the Ist day of February, 1969; 
or 
has resided or has been a tenant 
in occupation of real property 
within the boundaries of the mu- 
nicipality on and from the 1st day 
of November, 1968. 


(b) Subject to sections 50 and 51 of 
the Municipal Act, any person, other 
than a corporation, who is a Canadian 
citizen or other British subject, of the 
full age of twenty-one years, who has 
been the owner or tenant in occupation 
of real property or resident within the 
boundaries of the municipality on and 
from the ist day of January, 1968, is 
qualified to be nominated, elected, and 
to hold office pursuant to the election 
referred to in paragraph (a). 


(c) Elections for the offices of the 
elected members of the interim Council 
shall be held in the years 1970 and 1972, 
and the provisions of the Municipal Act 
apply with respect to such elections. 

6. If a vacancy occurs among the ap- 
pointed members of the interim Council, 
such vacancy shall be filled by an ap- 
pointee of the Lieutenant-Governor in

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Council, and if a vacancy occurs among 
the elected members, it shall be filled 
by election in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Municipal Act. ] j 

7. (a) At its first meeting, the interim 
Council shall elect a Mayor from among 
its members to hold office until his term 
on the interim Council expires. 

(b) If the office of Mayor becomes 
vacant, it shall be filled by a re-election 
from among the members of the interim 
Council. 

8. (a) Subject to these Letters Patent, 
the interim Council shall have all the 
powers and duties of a Council under 
the Municipal Act and other applicable 
Acts. 

(b) The interim Council is replaced 
by the fully elected Council at the first 
meeting of the Council held in January, 
1974, and the three elected members of 
the interim Council shall continue as 
members of the Council for the unex- 
pired portion of their term of office. 

9. Except as otherwise provided herein 
and except for the three elected members 
of the interim Council, the provisions of 
Part III] of the Municipal Act do not 
apply to the municipality until 1973. 

10. To provide for the first fully 
elected Council of the municipality, elec- 
tions to fill the offices of the appointed 
members of the interim Council shall be 
conducted in the year 1973, at the time 
and in the manner provided for annual 
elections by the Municipal Act, and, 
except as otherwise provided herein, the 
provisions of the Municipal Act apply to 
such election. 

11. At the election referred to in para- 
graph 10, provision shall be made for 

(a) the election of a Mayor to hold 
office on and from the first meet- 
ing of the first fully elected 
Council until noon on the first 
Monday after the Ist day of Janu- 
ary, 1976, or until his successor 
is sworn in; 
the election of three Aldermen 
who shall be the candidates poll- 
ing the three highest number of 
votes, each to hold office on and 
from the day of the first meeting 
of the first fully elected Council 
until noon of the first Monday 
after the Ist day of January, 1976, 
or until a sufficient number of 
members of Council have been 
sworn in to make up a quorum; 
and the three elected members of the 
interim Council shall continue as mem- 
bers of the Council for the unexpired 
portion of their term of office. 

12. The parcel of land being described 
as District Lots 2100, 2101, 2102, 2103, 
2104, 2105, 2120, the East Half of Lot 
2121, Lots 2122, 2123, 2102a, 2093, and 
Lot 334 except right-of-way of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway, Plan 1160, and 
except that part lying to the north and 
east of the right-of-way of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway, and Lot 335 ex- 
cept right-of-way of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway and Right-of-way Plan 
3556, and except that part lying to the 
north and east of the right-of-way of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, and 
Lot 336 except the right-of-way of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, Plan 1160, 
and that part lying to the north and east 
of the right-of-way of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway, Plan 1160, and Lot 2099 
except thereout Plan 4986 and Right-of- 
way Plan 3556, and except thereout that 
parcel in Lot 2099 described as follows:

13. (a) Subject to any situation which 
may arise in fulfilment of the require- 
ments of subsection (2) of section 251 
of the Municipal Act, the capital cost of 
sanitary- and storm-sewer collection sys- 
tems shall be financed by the imposition 
of a frontage tax in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipal Act; pro- 
vided that the tax shall be waived in 
respect of real property, any present or 
previous owner or present occupier of 
which has constructed at his own ex- 
pense the portion of the system serving 
his property or has paid all debt and 
debt charges in respect thereof. 

(b) The maintenance and operating 
cost of the entire storm- and sanitary- 
sewer systems shall be met by the levy 
of a user charge pursuant to section 532 
(1) (c) of the Municipal Act. 

(c) The cost, including capital, main- 
tenance and operating costs, of the water 
utility system of the municipality shall 
be financed by the levy of a frontage tax 
and a user charge in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipal Act; pro- 
vided that the frontage tax shall be 
waived in respect of real property, any 
present or previous owner or present 
occupier of which has constructed at his 
own expense the portion of the utility 
serving his property or has paid all debt 
and debt charges in respect thereof. 

(d) Notwithstanding subparagraph 
(c), where the amounts raised or to be 
raised by the taxes and charges referred 
to in that subparagraph are insufficient 
to meet the costs of the water utility 
system, any known or anticipated de- 
ficiency shall be levied and raised by way 
of real-property taxes upon all taxable 
land and improvements within the mu- 
nicipality. 

14. From the date of these Letters 
Patent, no by-law or other regulation of 
the Council shall operate to restrict the 
construction, maintenance, or operation 
of industrial plants on the lands described 
in paragraph 12 hereof, 

15, Subsection (1) of section 249 of 
the Municipal Act does not apply to the 
municipality until the Ist day of January, 
1974, and until that date the aggregate 
debt, other than debts for temporary cur- 
rent borrowing, shall be as determined 
by the Inspector of Municipalities, 
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16. The sums of money which may be 
borrowed to meet current lawful expen- 
ditures of the municipality in the years 
1969 to 1974, inclusive, shall be as de- 
termined by the Inspector of Municipali- 
ties. 

17. Until the Ist day of January, 1974, 
the provisions of subsection (1) of sec- 
tion 247 of the Municipal Act are ex- 
cepted and, in addition to the powers 
under section 264 of the Municipal Act, 
the Council of the municipality may, 
without the assent of the owner-electors, 
by by-law approved by the Inspector of 
Municipalities, provide for the borrowing 
of such sums of money as may be requi- 
site to meet the current expenditures of 
the municipality. 

18. The provisions requiring the assent 
of the owner-electors contained in sec- 
tions 560 and 574 of the Municipal Act 
are excepted until the 31st day of Decem- 
ber, 1973. 


19. The provisions of section 253 of 
the Municipal Act are excepted until the 
31st day of December, 1973. 


20. The zoning by-law of the munici- 
pality shall include provision for the 
issuance of development permits pursuant 
to section 702A of the Municipal Act. 

21. The provisions of Division (2) of 
Part XVIII and Part XX of the Municipal 
Act are excepted until the 31st day of 
December, 1973. 

22. The maximum rate of taxation per- 
mitted under section 427 of the Municipal 
Act is excepted, and no tax may be im- 
posed thereunder which exceeds one-fifth 
of the maximum rate of taxation other- 
wise permitted under the said section. 

23. The definition of “ population” in 
the Municipal Act and any other Act is 
excepted, and the population of the mu- 
nicipality for the purposes of any Act 
shall be as determined from year to year 
by a certificate of the Minister of Munici- 
pal Affairs, and in the event no such 
certificate is issued, the population shall 
be as provided under the appropriate Act. 

24. Until the 31st day of December, 
1973, if the municipality enters into any 
contract with Bulkley Valley Pulp & Tim- 
ber Limited, or its successors, or a com- 
pany in which it has a significant share- 
holding, such contract must be approved 
by the Inspector of Municipalities, and 
upon any such approval the provisions 
of clause (d) of subsection (1) of section 
50 and of clause (a) of subsection (1) 
of section 51 of the Municipal Act are 
excepted with respect to such contract. 


25. Any exception from the statutory 
provisions pursuant to subsections (2) 
or (6) of section 12 of the Municipal 
Act contained in these Letters Patent 
may be restricted, modified, or annulled 
by the Lieutenant-Governor in Council. 

26. “ Official Community Plan, Dis- 
trict of Houston,” attached to and form- 
ing part of these Letters Patent, is 
deemed to be a by-law of the municipal- 
ity as if it were adopted by the Council 
pursuant to the provisions of Division 
(1) of Part XXI of the Municipal Act. 

27. All the property, both real and 
personal, and all rights, powers, and 
privileges arising out of any contract, 
agreement, covenant, or otherwise what- 
soever, and all taxes, debts, actions, 
causes of action, and all claims and de- 
mands whatsoever, either at law or in 
equity, appertaining to The Corporation 
of the Village of Houston vest in and 
belong to the District of Houston. 
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28. Nothing in these Letters Patent 
shall impair or affect the rights of any 
creditor of The Corporation of the Vil- 
lage of Houston as incorporated under 
former Letters Patent, and the District 
of Houston shall be liable for and sub- 
ject to and shall pay, discharge, carry 
out, and perform all the debts, liabilities, 
obligations, contracts, and duties of The 
Corporation of the Village of Houston 
which were existing immediately before 
the issue of these Letters Patent. 

29. All by-laws, regulations, rights, 
resolutions, and licences of whatsoever 
kind and description passed, made, en- 
acted, granted, or issued by the Council 
of The Corporation of the Village of 
Houston shall remain in full force and 
effect, and, so far as the context thereof 
is applicable, they shall be deemed to 
apply to and be effective throughout the 
entire area of the District of Houston as 
if they had been lawfully passed and 
adopted by the Council of the District 
of Houston. 

30. The Provincial Assessor of the 
Omineca Assessment District of the Prov- 
ince shall be deemed to be a Deputy 
Assessor of the municipality for such 
time as the Surveyor of Taxes of the 
Province deems expedient. : 

31. (a) The provisions of subsection 
(3) and (4) of section 22 and section 
23 of the Municipal Act apply as if 
boundaries were extended pursuant to 
section 21 of that Act. : 

(b) Without limiting the generality of 
paragraph 27, 28, or 29, the real-property 
assessment roll of The Corporation of 
the Village of Houston shall form the 
real-property assessment roll of the Dis- 
trict of Houston for the year 1969, and 
all assessment notices issued pertaining 
to the roll of The Corporation of the 
Village of Houston are deemed to be 
notices of the District of Houston. 

(c) For greater certainty it is hereby 
declared that the annual rates by-law of 
the municipality for the year 1969 applies 
only with respect to real property lying 
within the boundaries of the former The 
Corporation of the Village of Houston. 

32. Until the 1st day of February, 
1974, the municipality is deemed to be 
a village for the purposes of subsections 
(2) and (3) of section 231 of the 
Municipal Act.

OFFICIAL COMMUNITY PLAN DISTRICT 
OF HOUSTON 


1. Application—This document together 
with the map bearing the certificate “‘ This is 
the map referred to in section 1 of the District 
of Houson Official Community Plan” and 
signed and dated by the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs, which is deposited with the Inspector of 
Municipalities, Victoria, British Columbia, con- 
stitute the Official Community Plan for the Dis- 
trict of Houston pursuant to the provisions of 
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Division (1) of Part XXI of the Municipal Act. 
A copy of the Official Community Plan shall be 
available for perusal at the offices of the muni- 
cipality. 

2. Content.—The Official Community Plan sets 
forth the general objectives and broad policies 
with regard to the use of land and the physical 
development of the municipality and its environs. 
It covers all land and water-covered areas within 
the municipality and sets out a schematic ar- 
rangement of principal classes of both public 
and private land uses and transport facilities. 

3. Purpose.—The Official Community Plan is 
intended to provide a written policy supported 
by diagrams and maps stating a land-use policy 
for all the land and water surface within the 
District of Houston, for the information and 
guidance of private and public agencies and 
individuals, and to ensure that administrative 
decisions concerned with these policies or any 
refinements or necessary alterations to these 
policies are made within an appropriate frame- 
work and with due regard to over-all objectives 
and not as ad hoc decisions. 

4. Basic Concepts. — The Official Community 
Plan is based generally upon 

(a) the objective of establishing all industrial 
forest processing plants utilizing the Pulp 
Harvesting Area Number Four and the 
supporting residential and service facilities 
within one integrated community in the 
District of Houston; 
the principle that a land-use plan must 
relate to the whole urban area and reflect 
the best development of land for the citi- 
zens of the whole of the urban area; 
the objective of integrating, as far as 
possible, existing village settlement with 
new urban development so that the new 
development complements the existing 
settlement and makes possible the attain- 
ment of high-quality environment for 
existing residents and future residents; 
prevention of the formation of any hap- 
hazard and unnecessary fragmentation of 
the community; 
the principle that planning and develop- 
ment policy must reflect the needs of the 
citizens as its prime purpose and the 
systems developed to facilitate the utiliza- 
tion of land must provide for 

(i) living, recreation, and leisure activi- 
ties; 

(ii) education and cultural 
ment; 

(iii) work, industry, and commerce as 
a base for a developing culture; 

(iv) a healthful environment and facili- 
ties for health services in the broadest 
sense; 

(v) amenity in the surroundings and 
amenable total environment; 

(vi) the conservation of daylight, fresh 
air, views, topography, and close relation- 
ship to natural surroundings; 
integration with surrounding area as re- 
gards roads, municipal services, and land 
use; 
the suitability of the various parts of the 
area for different land uses; and 
the achievement of relationships and com- 
munications between different classes of 
land use which will provide an efficient, 
convenient, and pleasant community for 
the optimum economic and social benefit 
of its inhabitants, the inhabitants of the 
adjoining region, and ensuring the role of 
the community as a focus of social, eco- 
nomic, health, education, and welfare 
facilities. 


5. Methods.—The plan seeks to achieve these 
objectives by setting out a schematic arrange- 
ment of land uses which 

(a) develops an attractive townsite, compacted 

and oriented to a strong central core: 

(b) relates to a series of municipal services 
with development of land phased in rela- 
tion to the most economic pattern and 
sequence of municipal service extension; 
ensures that at all stages during the devel- 
opment the then existing neighbourhoods 
are so phased to ensure viable levels of 
development within each neighbourhood; 
maintains most of the area as a non-urban 
area; 
creates an industrial area for the accom- 
modation of forest-industry processing 
plants and any other basic or secondary 
industries well separated from residential 
and servicing facilities and institutions 
within the townsite;

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(f) recognizes the need for a degree of flexi- 
bility so that the social and economic 
needs of the community can be met as 
they evolve and specific needs for housing 
and facilities are manifest; 

is related to an economic base, size, and 
growth rate assuming the following:— 

(i) Existing village population of 700 
being part of a district of 1,000: 

(ii) The anticipated growth of the ur- 
ban area will result in a population of 
10,000-12,000 by 1981, with an over-all 
district population of 15,000; 
is phased in two major stages for resi- 
dential development:— 

(i) South side of Bulkley River to be 
developed first: 

(ii) North side of Bulkley River to be 
developed when the first stage is com- 
pleted. 

6. The Plan.—To achieve the environment re- 
quired of the Community Plan, 

(a) the whole of the district is divided into 
five basic types of activity areas:— 

(i) Residential Activity Areas: These 
are the basic places for living, education, 
and recreation on a day-to-day basis and 
are primarily family centred. They in- 
clude day-to-day neighbourhood commer- 
cial uses and mobile-home parks suitably 
screened from other elements of the 
neighbourhood: 

(ii) Commercial Activity Areas: These 
include the non-neighbourhood but district 
and regionally centred commercial and 
service industries, including transient and 
tourist accommodation, some service in- 
dustrial activity, and the opportunity for 
residential activity, particularly on the 
fringes and tending to be non-family 
centred, in addition to major retail, office, 
government administration, recreation 
buildings, secondary education, and health 
facilities: 

(iii) Industrial Activity Areas: These 
include all manufacturing, storage, and 
warehousing. Generally, industrial zones 
will not include any residential activity, 
with the exception of non-family accom- 
modation for night watchmen. Minor 
commercial opportunities may be present 
in light industrial areas: 

(iv) Public Use and Parks: 
clude recreation, education, 
facilities in addition 
functions: 

(v) Non-urban: These include forestry, 
agriculture, and recreational activities, 
and ancillary residential uses in connec- 
tion therewith: 

(vi) Highways: The location of high- 
ways on the map is approximate: 
provision is made for:— 

(i) Community and Service Facilities: 
A system of fire, police, and utility build- 
ings, related to the distribution of popula- 
tion, buildings, and utilities, should be 
integrated with other aspects of the plan: 

(ii) Transportation and Communica- 
tions: The land-use plan discourages rib- 
bon developments since these conflict with 
the function of major thoroughfares as 
traffic ways. The new subdivisions should 
attempt to select those areas where com- 
mercial advantage should be taken of 
thoroughfares but never flanking major 
thoroughfares, and generally are developed 
to minimize dependent frontages along 
major thoroughfares. 

7. Division of Municipality into Activity 
Areas.—The whole of the ditsrict is divided into 
activity areas by major topographic features and 
major thoroughfares. 


8. Activity Area Uses.—(a) Residential: Each 
residential neighbourhood within the residential 
activity area should 


(i) be of sufficient size to support a balanced 
elementary-school programme; 


be free as possible of traffic having both 
origin and destination outside of the 
neighbourhood, and be self-contained with 
respect to day-to-day ingredients and the 
activities of the elementary-school-aged 
child; 

include the higher-density and non-family 
developments, which should tend toward 
the perimeters of the neighbourhoods to 
provide a buffer between extraneous 
noises and traffic and the larger family- 
centred developments.

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yelopments should be in close proximity 
to part of the parks system of the com- 
munity;

(x) ensure pedestrian circulation is a prime 
concern within the neighbourhood, par- 
ticularly in the provision of convenient 
and safe paths from school and play- 
ground and local store to every residential 
unit in the centre. The pedestrian system 
must relate to school and recreation facili- 
ties which depend upon more than one 
neighbourhood; i.e., community parks, 
junior secondary schools: 
Commercial Activity Areas:— 

(i) Town Centre: This is the major 
core and centre for retail, commercial, 
administration, and government functions 
and contains the major convention, tour- 
ist, culture, and recreation facilities. This 
activity area should be continually planned 
and developed as an integrated whole, 
particularly with regard to the use of 
land and the integration of vehicular and 
pedestrian routes and the provision of 
off-street parking. Secondary education 
and health facilities should be included 
and integrated with commercial and civic 
elements. Some service industries may be 
included: 

Industrial Activity Areas:— 

(i) Light-industry activity areas envis- 
age industry taking place on small land 
areas generating only mild traffic and not 
generally being offensive due to noise, 
concentration of traffic, smoke, dust, and 
tend to be low-scale buildings finished in 
attractive and permanent materials repre- 
senting an appearance of structure and 
grounds not inconsistent with relative 
proximity to residential areas: 

(ii) Heavy-industry activity areas en- 

visage industry requiring large land areas, 
and generating heavy industrial or worker 
traffic and tending to be obnoxious to 
residential areas due to the high incidence 
of noise, smell, dust, smoke, and the 
like. They will normally include storage 
and manufacturing activities which may 
take place in short-life-expectancy type 
structures and include exterior storage: 
Public Use and Parks: This area is re- 
stricted to health, education, recreational, 
cultural, government administration uses, 
and on that land which is in private own- 
ership the zoning by-law will allow for 
alternate uses of land which are com- 
patible with the uses allowed in contiguous 
activity areas: 
Non-urban: The area designated as non- 
urban will remain for the most part as 
forest land and agriculture, except for 
ancillary residential uses on large parcels 
and where development is deemed essen- 
tial and duly authorized for such other 
uses as mineral working, water supply, 
waste disposal, land and forest protection, 
communications and transportation facili- 
ties; municipal or Provincial facilities 
such as cemeteries, garbage dumps, park- 
land and recreation areas. 

9. Existing Development. —Some existing fa- 
cilities may not comply with the requirements 
for planned activity areas, and should be per- 
mitted to continue until specific programmes are 
developed for redevelopment to comply with 
planned acilivity area requirements, 

10. Major Routes.—Approximate locations of 
possible future principal roads intended to serve 
and integrate the various land-use areas into a

workable community and forest-industry com- 
plex are shown in order to ensure that their 
feasibility will be fully examined before any 
incompatible development is authorized. 

11. Implementation —Zoning and subdivision 
regulations of the District of Houston shall be 
in conformity with the Official Community Plan 
and shall be utilized to achieve the land-use 
objectives of the plan by orderly, economic, 
staged extensions of the development area, ser- 
vices systems, and community facilities. 

12. The zoning by-law of the municipality 
shall include provision for the issuance of de- 
velopment permits pursuant to section 702A of 
the Municipal Act. 

13. A five-year capital works programme shall 
be adopted by the District of Houston and shall 
not be at variance with objectives of the Official 
Community Plan. 

14. Within the District of Houston, develop- 
ment and sales programmes of lands conveyed 
by the Crown Provincial shall be initiated and 
scheduled to facilitate the community’s growth 
and to achieve the land-use objectives of the 
plan in a manner consistent with the district’s 
capital works programme. 

15. The Official Community Plan is a long- 
range general plan which may require revision 
as a result of unpredictable changes of circum- 
stances, and where essential such revision is 
possible under Division (1) of Part XXI of the 
Municipal Act. The capital works programme 
shall be reviewed annually and projected an 
additional year.

vided that the entire cost of any such 
work or service shall be apportioned to 
the municipality.

Division I11.—Regional and Community 
Planning 


1. All member municipalities partici- 
pate and share in the cost of the regional 
district pursuant to this Division. 

2. It is a function of the regional dis- 
trict to undertake regional and commu- 
nity planning, and for that purpose the 
provisions of sections 795 to 798c, in- 
clusive, of the Municipal Act apply. 

3. The annual cost attributable to this 
function shall be apportioned among the 
member municipalities on the basis of 
assessment as fixed for school purposes 
in the current year, excluding property 
that is taxable for school purposes only 
by special Act, in the electoral areas and 
for general municipal purposes in the 
municipalities. 

4. No debt other than temporary cur- 
rent borrowing shall be incurred by the 
regional district for the purposes of this 
function. 

5. Until the annual budget for the year 
1969 is adopted, the sums of money 
which may be borrowed to meet the cur- 
rent lawful expenditures of the regional 
district for the purposes of this function 
shall be as determined by the Inspector 
of Municipalities. 


Division IV.—Building Regulation 

1. The provisions of section 798p of 
the Municipal Act apply to the regional 
district. 

2. No debt other than temporary cur- 
rent borrowing shall be incurred by the 
regional district for the purposes of this 
function. 

3. Until the annual budget for the 
year 1969 is adopted, the sums of money 
which may be borrowed to meet the 
current lawful expenditures of the re- 
gional district for the purposes of this 
function shall be as determined by the 
Inspector of Municipalities. 


Division V.—Library Study 

The regional district has the power to 
undertake a study of the provision of 
library facilities in the regional district, 
and for this purpose may expend a sum 
not exceeding one thousand dollars 
($1,000).

vote at such general meeting. Forthwith 
after the holding of a general meeting the 
Trustees shall file with the Comptroller 
of Water Rights a true copy of the min- 
utes of such meeting and copies of all 
auditor’s reports and financial statements 
presented or discussed at the meeting. 

9. All words and phrases given special 
meaning in section 2 of the Water Act 
shall, where used herein, be ascribed the 
meaning given them in the said section 
unless the context otherwise requires.
